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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The scope of the amendment to claim 17 is not coextensive with the previously presented claims. For 
example, while the previous claims recites that almost the entire sheet is implanted with the polymer matrix, the proposal recites that the 
entire sheet is implanted with the polymer matrix. Thus this variance in the implantation is a new limitation which requires further 
consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant's argument regarding rejoining the withdrawn claims is not persuasive since the scope of the 
inventions of claims 7-16 are significantly different from the invention of claims 1 7-20. Since the scope of claims 1 7-20 are distinct from 
that of claims 7-16, even if claims 17-20 were to be found allowable at some point in prosecution, this alone does not entitle applicant to 
rejoining and consideration of the withdrawn claims since the inventions of claims 17-20 and those of withdrawn claims 7-16 are 
significantly distinct. 
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
